Accreditation dinner 


Peace Bridge shot down

The potential of distraction 
is one reason that caused 
council to vote in favour of 
not allowing a billboard to be 
erected on Queen Street. 

The purpose of the digital 
sign would be to capture the 
eyes of motorists crossing 
back into Canada over the 
Peace Bridge... and at 
Monday's council-in-com- 
mittee meeting, the issue was 
debated for almost three 

An owner of property on 
Queen Street requested coun¬ 
cil's consideration of provid¬ 
ing a variance to the Town's 
sign by-law, which states "no 
new billboard sign shall be 
located within 200 metres of 
any existing billboard sign." 

There is already an existing 
digital billboard within that 
200 metres, which stands on 
property owned by the Buffalo 
and Fort Erie Public Bridge 
Authority (PBA). 

The proposed sign was met 
with opposition from mem¬ 
bers of council, the PBA's gen¬ 
eral manager Ron Rienas and 
representatives from Patdson 
Outdoor Advertising, the 
company that owns the bill¬ 
board near the mouth of the 


Peace Bridge. 

Concerns of driver distrac¬ 
tion were in front of the line, 
followed by the allegation that 
allowing the sign to be erect¬ 
ed outside of the rules written 
in the Town's by-law, would 
set a precedent for other 
advertising companies who 
may want to put up a prod- 

Steve McGregor, vice-presi¬ 
dent of leasing and operations 
from Patdson, said if council 
did allow the sign to be 
installed, there would be no 
reason for his company or 
other competitors to knock 
on the Town's door, asking for 
relief from what is written in 
the municipality's by-law.... 
especially since there is an 80- 
metre difference in where the 
sign is proposed to be set and 
what the by-law reads. 

"We believe this is not a 

Ron Rienas, PBA general 
manager, coincidentally was 
the town planner that wrote 
the by-law back in 1999. He 
agreed that if this variance 
was permitted, similar 
requests would pour in. 

"Where do you draw the 
line?" he said before council.

Passero also feels that provid¬ 
ing this relief is not the direc-

tion to take, saying that the 
municipality's by-laws are 
formed to keep rules and reg¬ 
ulations inplace and shouldn't 
be broken, only following a 
request from one party. 

"This is like taking the by¬ 
law and throwing it out the 
window," said Passero. 

Mayor Doug Martin feels it 
should be considered that 
one of the main reasons the 
by-law was struck in 1999, 
was to avoid congestion of 
advertising signage in Greater 
Fort Erie's heavily travelled 
areas. In his opinion, allowing 
this sign would contradict 
that ideal. 

"That's not my vision for 
Fort Erie," said Martin. 

By the end of the discus¬ 
sion, council voted to not per¬ 
mit the sign.

ALL INCLUSIVE 
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School closures one step closer to reality

The District School 
Board of Niagara (DSBN)'s 
accommodation review 
committee is one step 
closer to closing two local 
schools and moving stu¬ 
dents under one roof at 
General Vanier Public 
School. 

On Wednesday evening, 
the committee approved a 
list of recommendations, 
that will be presented to 
the DSBN board on Feb. 
14. 

If the board approves 
the recommendations 
made by the committee, 
Fort Erie Elementary 
School will be closed for 
instructional purposes as 
of August 31, 2013 and 
students residing south of 
the Queen Elizabeth Way, 
along with those that use 
the special needs program, 
will be re-located to 
Garrison Road Public 
School. Remaining stu¬ 
dents from Fort Erie 
Elementary will be re¬ 
directed to General Vanier 
Public School, on Torrance 


Street. 

Rose Seaton Public 
School will be closed for 
instructional purposes as 
of August 31, 2013 and 
students who would attend 
class there, will be re¬ 
located to General Vanier. 

The Parent and Family 
Literacy Centre, currently 
at Rose Seaston Public 
School, will be re-located 
to General Vanier. 

The current gymnasium 
at General Vanier Public 
School will be retrofitted 
into three classrooms and 
two classrooms, along 
with a new gymnasium 
and changeroom that will 
be built onto General 
Vanier. 

Administration and staff 
areas will be retrofitted to 
accommodate the needs 
of school administration 
and staff. 

A bus drop off area will 
also be part of the plans. 

The proposed changes 
haven't been met without 
criticism, especially from 
a group of parents whose 
children attend Rose 
Seaton Public School. 

Mark Brooks sits on the 


parent council at the local 
elementary school on 
Emerick Street, and he is 
not pleased with the direc¬ 
tion the committee 
appears to be heading in. 

Since the committee 
held its first meeting in 
November 2011, he and a 
group of other concerned 
parents have opposed the 
potential closure of Rose 
Seaton. 

He feels amalgamation 
is the right way to go, but 
does not agree that mov¬ 
ing students under one 
roof at General Vanier spe¬ 
cifically, is the answer. 

"From the beginning, 
I've understood that there 
are three schools that are 
under-utilized," said 
Brooks on Wednesday 

"It only makes fiscal, 
common sense to combine 
all the schools," he added. 

But his reservations 
about the changes fall on 
the fact that Rose Seaton 
is one of the schools that 
will likely close its doors. 

In his opinion, Fort Erie 
Elementary and Rose 
Seaton are in good enough

shape and have the capac¬ 
ity to be the considered as 
the chosen location once 
the amalgamation comes 
into effect. 

"We don't need to build 
a new school, we already 
have schools in existence 
that the children can fit 
in," said Brooks. 

Since his children will 
have moved on to high 
school once the changes 
are put in place, he said 
his concerns come more 
as a resident of the north 
end, that will lose two 


schools with one swipe of 
the pen when the process 
is done. 

"It really doesn't affect 
me on an emotional 

Dave Schaubel, Fort Erie 
and Port Colborne's trust¬ 
ee at the DSBN said he 
appreciates the passion 
and dedication that par¬ 
ents like Brooks have dis¬ 
played throughout the 
input process. 

But he feels the focus of 
the dialogue should be 
more about what will take 
place in the schools, 
instead of how neighbour¬ 
hoods will be impacted by 
the closure of schools. 

"It's more about pro¬ 
gramming than it is about 
the community, but 
schools are part of the 
community and I get that 
as well," said Schaubel. 

On Feb. 14, the recom¬ 
mendations approved by 
the committee will be 
taken to all DSBN trustees 
and he expects all the 
input heard until this point 
will be considered. 

"Hopefully, it will all be 
taken into account."

An Ontario Superior Court Judge 
heard arguments from the Town of Fort 
Erie, the Molinaro Group and the law¬ 
yer representing a group of plaintiffs 
who oppose the private-public partner¬ 
ship between the Town of Fort Erie and 
a private developer, to build a 12-storey 
condo building on the south side of Erie 
Road, at the entrance to Bay Beach, 
which is also known as Crystal Beach. 


The plaintiffs are challenging the 
purchase and sale agreement between 
the municipality and the developer, 
saying it should be null and void, after 
claiming it was done illegally. 

Mayor Doug Martin was in atten¬ 
dance at the hearing and informed 
the Times that the judge has not ren¬ 
dered a decision, but one will arrive 
shortly. 

"He didn't say how long, but he said 
he'd do it as quickly as he can," said 
Martin.

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Parent Council concerned 
about potential changes to 
school system 


Dear Editor, 


We are the parents of The 
Rose Seaton School Parent 
Council. We are firm believ¬ 
ers in the public school sys¬ 
tem and we applaud the cur¬ 
rent District School Board of 
Niagara (DSBN) and the 
work they are doing with our 
children. 

We are writing to you in 
regard to the DSBN 
Accommodation Review 
Committee (ARC) and the 
recommendation to close 
Rose Seaton and Fort Erie 
Public Schools, and the 
decision to renovate and 
expand General Vanier 
School. 

First, we must say, we 
agree that the closure of 
schools make sense, finan¬ 
cially, and for the sake of the 
children. The three schools 
are at partial capacity, and 
there are not enough chil¬ 
dren in each school to run 
programs, such as sports 
teams and clubs. Combining 
the schools to create a larger 
school population will only 
benefit the children. We 
believe in positive change. 

However, we do feel that 
closing Rose Seaton School 
is a tragedy. Rose Seaton is 
the newest of the three 
schools, built in 1984. It has 
the capacity now, to accom¬ 
modate all of the approxi¬ 
mate 320 children the ARC 
plans to house at the General 
Vanier site. Rose Seaton was 
originally built to accommo¬ 
date 365 children, with suf¬ 
ficient parking to accommo¬ 


date the teaching staff. 150 
children could remain as 
walking students to the 
school. The children of Rose 
Seaton currently have a 
beautiful library, and a large 
computer room. We under¬ 
stand that there is current 
plans in place to install an 
elevator and make the school 
wheelchair accessible for a 
cost of about $350 000, and 
busing lanes already exist on 
Emerick St. 

The Rose Seaton option 
has not been publicly dis¬ 
cussed at the DSBN ARC 
meetings. 

However, the DSBN ARC 
has recommended keeping 
General Vanier School open. 
The school was built in 1955, 
and in need of great repair. 
The committee plans to 
spend multi-millions of dol¬ 
lars to accommodate the 320 
children, in a school designed 
for 216 children. The school 
will need to add five class¬ 
rooms, and possibly a sixth. 
Three of which, will be in 
the current gym. They will 
need to expand the parking 
lot, as it is too small, and the 
committee has planned to 
implement a bus turn around 
and loading zone on 
Champlain Ave., a dead end 
street. Over 200 children will 
need to be bused to the 
school site every day. The 
current plan removes the 
computer room from the 
children, as there isn’t 
enough space, and it will be 
added to the library. 

This recommendation will 
also leave the North End 
community of Fort Erie bar¬ 
ren of any schools. It would 


only be fair of us to mention, 
that The Fort Erie Elementary 
School also has the capacity 
now and could house the 
320 children. The North End 
has been hit hard over the 
past few decades, and this is 
yet another gut wrenching 

We have started a petition 
to save Rose Seaton School, 
several local businesses have 
helped us out, and have been 
going door to door to collect 
signatures. The response 
has been overwhelmingly 
positive. The petition to 
keep Rose Seaton open will 
be delivered to the DSBN 
Board and Trustee meeting 
on February 14. 

Perhaps we can break the 
DSBN ARC decision, and 
come up with a new solu¬ 
tion, that benefits all the 
schools, and the entire west 
end of Fort Erie. 

When this process began, 
we were told we had a say. 
We were told we mattered. 
Yes, the public has been 
invited to the committee 
meetings, but this is far from 
a public process. The public, 
and our Council, is not even 
allowed to ask questions at 
the meetings. We feel 
ignored. We feel we have 
been muzzled. We feel help-

More and more, children 
are beginning to have sui¬ 
cidal thoughts at an earlier 
age and it's not something 
that is easy to talk about, 
says Smith. 

"The concert was born 
out of concern for teen sui¬ 
cide and self harm. We 
want to tell kids they have 
incredible value. They have 
value to their family, they 
have value to their com¬ 
munity, they have value to 
their friends and they have 
value to their school." 

The evening will feature 
a guest speaker, Pastor 
Thompson, of Welland, 
who will speak about how 
life is something sacred 
and why suicide preven¬ 
tion is important.

life.
